Six Strikers Bear Bayonet Wounds, 
Some Being Severely Injured, 
While Many Soldiers Were 
Roughly Handled, 


TAMAQUA, Pa., Aug. 29.—In an encoun- 
ter between troops and strikers at Lans- 


ford this morning, Capt. W. H. Heim of 


Company K, Twelfth Regiment, was slight- 
ly injured, A half-dozen strikers 
bayoneted by the soldiers as 
-the fracas. Maj. Gearheart, in 
of the troops here, states that he will ap- 


peal to the military authorities to put the 


town of Lansford under martial law. 


From daybreak the troops were active 
protecting 


in quelling disturbances and 
non-union men while on their way to work. 
As has been the case for the past few 
days, the troops were jeered wherever they 
went.* 


The «officers repeatedly admonished the 
crowds not to insult or molest the soldiers, 
but their words had but little effect. 


At 5 o'clock Companies K and E were 
placed in two trolley cars. One of the cars 
Was run in front of the car which carried 
the nonunion men to work and the other 
in the rear. While passing through Coal- 
dales and Lansford the soldiers were hoot- 
ed, but as no stop was made the strikers 
_ did not make any violent demonstrations. 

At Summit Hill about double the usual 
number of men availef@ themselves of the 
protection of the soldiers and went to work. 

When the workmen had been loaded oh 
to the cars the return trip through the 
valley commenced.

The word that more men than usual were 
reporting for work spread through the 
lower part of the valley like wildfire, and 
in a short time the streets were almost 
blocked with people. When the corner of 
Center and East Bertsch streets was 
reached the cars stopped to allow several 
non-union men to get off. As the men 
stepped to the ground the mob made a 
rush for them. 


A half-dozen soldiers sprang off the car, 
andj with leveled guns forced the strikers 
back and made a passageway for the non- 
union men. When the soldiers returned aft- 
er escorting their charges to a place of 
commenced to close in 
around the cars. 


The strikers were in an ugly mood, and 
when ordered to disperse merely yelled 
louder and pressed closer. As Capt. Heim 
of Company K was about to jump from the 
car he was seized around the legs and 
thrown to the ground. 


A half-dozen privates who follewed him 
were roughly handled. One of the men'had 
a portion of Ikjs shirt torn off, and, ac- 
cording to the @nlisted men and the officers, 
a humber of blows were struck. Maj. Ger- 
hart, who was in command of the two com- 
panies, then ordered his men to disembark. 
With clubbed guns and fixed bayonets the 
soldiers forced the crowd back. Many of 
the strikers stood their ground and would 
“not move until the soldiers jabbed them 
with their bayonets. Six of the strikers 
were severely hurt.

POLICE PRONOUNCED IT GOOD 


PICTUBE OF WOMAN CAUSES 
STRIFE ON WASHINGTON AVE

Work Is on Side of Brick Wall Which 
Faces Yard of Mrs. Alexander’s 
Boarding House and She 
Objects to It. 


Chief Sir Mathew Kiely of the St. Louis 
police is up against a delicate problem in 
art criticism. 

It has devolved upon Sir Mathew to de- 
cide whether the nude painting of a wom- 
ans figure on the brick wall facing the 
front yard of the rooming house at 142 
Washington avenue is a work of art or! 
merely a vulgar daub. 

Mrs. J. W. Alexander, who conducts the 
rooming house, holds the latter view of 
the work and has requested the police de- 
partment to have it removed from the 
outer wall of the building occupied by the 
Scott & Wolf Painting Co., on which the 
nude figure appears as a part of the firm’s 
sisn. 

The rooming house, a three-story brick, 
is set back twenty feet from the sidewalk. 
The paint shop abuts the sidewalk, leay- 


of Mrs. Alexander’s lawn, where her 
lodgers are wont to occupy a settee during 
the shady hours. 

The painting firm, when it moved into the 
premises at No. 1426 a month ago, was quick 
to percejve the advertising advantages of 
that blank wall. Those bricks simply in- 
vited, aye, more, they demanded an “art 
sign.”’ 

Mr. Wolf set about the painting of it. 
His firm name occupies the middle space. 
At the south end of the exposed wall he 
painted the figure of a nude man, heroic 
tize. This figure is partly obscured by the 
big bay window of Mrs. Alenander’s house, 
and is not particularly objectionable, she 
says. 

But on the north edge of the wall, visible 
as far down as Twelfth Street, Mr. Wolf 
painted a nude female figure, 16 feet high, 
which demands atteption. 


Reproduction of the 
““Majolika-Entwurf.” 

It is a reproduction of the Dutch artist 
Josef Engelhart's ‘“Majalika-Entwurf.”’ 
being the fullifigure, drapeless, standing 
erect, with th arms entend@d above the 
head. 

In the original painting there are a few 
thin stalks topped with flowers, and the 
hands of the woman are dallying with the 
blossoms above her head. Mr. Wolf says 
the brick wall did not lend itself easily to 
the reproduction of the flowers, so he left 
them off. Consequently the figure is bereft 
of even this suggestion of drapery. A side 
view of the woman is presented. 

It is this figure that Sir Chief Kiely is 
called upon to judge as to its artistry. Un- 
der the law, it Is held, a work of art may 
stand, even on a brick wall sign. 

Chief Kiely first sent the two policemen 
on that beat and the one adjacent to study 
the painting, says. Mrs. Alexander. 

‘It’s nothing but a work of art,” said 
the two officers. 

Then Police Sergeant Henry Meyers, who, 
like the gentie pcet, James Whitcomb Ri- 
ley, used to, be a sign painter himself, was 
selected as the best art critic on the force. 

Sergt. Meyers surveyed the painting from 
all points of view and prenounced it good. 


“Purely a Work of Art,” 
Declared the Sergeant. 


“It’s purely a work of art,’”’ he said. “TI 
could hardly do it better myself.’’ 

“It may be art,’ said Mrs. Alexander to 
the Post-Dispatch, “but I’ve studied art 
myself to some extent, and I think dif- 
ferently. ‘The proper place for that picture 
is in some low-down saloon. It should not 
be exposed to public view in this way. 

“T have several ladies -room!ng hcere— 

married ladies—and they are constantly ex- 
posed to insuit on account of that picture. 
Peopie passing on street cars point at it 
and laugh. 
“When the ladies sit out fn the yard un- 
derneath the picture, men walking along

Mrs. Alexander says she is determined to 
have a fight to a finish with the’ painting 
firm. 

“IT told them,” she said, “‘that if they

art monopoly at the City Hall after the five 
decorative panels now being painted by 


Fred L. Stoddard for the mayor’s office 
been palced in the ‘position which 
they are to occupy. ; 

History and allegory are combined in the 


have 


paintings. The first represents Pere Mar- 


quette and Joliet paddling past the site of 
St. Louis, where not even a respectable land- 
ing offered a stopping place for their boat. 

In panel No. 2 symbolism is resorted to. 
A young woman, the central figure of the 
painting, is planting a small tree, while a 
second female figure moistens the prom- 
ising shrub from a waterpot of classic de- 
sign. The tree stands for St. Louis, and 
the design is calculated to overcome a pvu)p- 
ular error about the founding of the city. 

It has been generally supposed that thé 
first settlers, instead of planting new trees, 
chopped down those which they found here. 
This panel will stand in contradiction of 
thisfallacy. 

No. 3 is also allegory—the transfer of 
the Louisiana Purchase from France to 
Columbia. Female figures represent the 
two nations, and the transferred territory 
is also portrayed in the form of a young 
girl, who carries in her hand a canoé pad- 
dle. The paddle is not being used as a 
weapon of offense, and she is apparentlj 
making no objection to the transfer. Con- 
trol of the Mississippi, in the artist’s in- 
tention, is symbolized by the paddle.

—is obliged to ask one man to read [to 
him what another man has written for him, 
and yet in his hands are the lives 
deaths of the people over whom he rules 

Every third man one meets in Hayti is a 
general, but it is only every tenth general 
who gets paid; it has to be conceded that 
each general does hia best to pay himself. 
The authorized rate of pay is $7000 annually 
for a general of division and $625 for a brig- 
adier. A captain is passing ‘rich on $60 a 
year; a private thinks himself fortunate if 
he receives $12.50 dur! ng the same period.

Arbitration is compulsory,” and 
when disputes arise between em loyers and 
employed, both parties-are required to sub- 
mit the issue to a board of arbitration, 
which is under government control. A judge 
of the supreme court is the head of the 
board, and two assessors are named to act 
with him, one appointed by each side. 

“A money doposit, sufficiently large to 
make both the parties to the dispute unwi}l- 
ling to forfeit it, is required to be paid 
into the court before the arbitration be- 
gins. The ge is a guarantee that both 
sides will abide by the finding of the rd. 
Since the enactment of this compulsory ar- 
bitration law, strikes in New South Wales 
are unknown. A similar system exists in 
New Zealand.’’

Secretary Shaw Orders Them 
to Raise Note Issues, 


THEY WANTED MORE BONDS 


BUT TREASURY HEAD DEMANDED 
RETURN OF OLD FAVORS. 


“You Have Been Helped by the Na- 
tion, Now You Aid It,” Was 
His Declaration to Disap- 
pointed Financiers, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—Secretary of the 
Treasury Shaw has forced the New York 
national banks to come to the relief of the 
monetary situation by issuing new circu- 
lation to the extent of nearly $100,000,000. 
He has adopted measures in striking con- 
trast to those of his predecessor, who was 
lenient with the big banks of New York. 

The financiers had hoped to force the na. 


The turn in affairs sur- 
prises them greatly. 
Secretary Shaw has frankly said to the 


“You have been receiving continued fa- 
vors from the government in the way of 
deposits which cost you nothing. Now, I 
in return 
for these favors, by taking out circulation, 
which costs you something. It is only 
fair that you aid the government at this 
time without further calling upon its re- 
sources. All national depositories in the 
city of New York will be expected to take 
out circulation to the amount of their cap- 
ital stock, and will be expected to do it 
immediately.’’ 

The same order applies to national banks 
in other great cities of the country. 

The secretary came over in person yes- 
terday to look over the situation. He vis- 
ited several of the principal government 
depositories, and made his views very clear 
to the bank presidents. The secretary au- 
thorized the following statement: 

“Secretary Shaw recently invited some of 
the largest national banks in the principal 
cities to.order additional amounts of circu- 
lating notes to be printed. National banks 
are entitled to issue circulation to the full 
amount of their capital. This aggregate 
capital is $700,000,000, but the banks have 
only quteteneae $358,000,000. It is not his 
intention that they should issue this add 
tional circulation except in case of actual 
necessity and emergency, should it arise. 


So thoroughly satisfied have the New 
Yorkers been that Mr. Shaw would eventu- 
ally be compelled to buy bonds for tne 
sinking fund, in order to relieve the alleged 
fingncial stringency, that bonds have ad- 
vanced rather sharply in the last few 
days. But the Iewa banker has fooled the 
Wall street financial experts by inviting 
them to come to the rescue themselves and 
deposit their bonds and increase the volume 
of their national bank notes, in order to 
provide more ready money to meet the de- 
mands for crop moving. 

National bank note circulation is guaran- 
teed by deposits of government bonds in the 
government treasury to the extent of the 


circulation. There is no profit in bank note 
circulation, which is needed, in the enlarged | 
volume, only for a couple or three months | 
in each year ‘‘to move the crops.’’ On the
